HERMANN, Mo., December 21.—Intelli- 
gence was received here to-day of a frigbtfui 
affair at Fredericksburg, a small place six 
miles west of here.

DISGRACED DIPLOMATS. 


Why the Russian Minister was Re- 
called—Another Scandal. 
Washington Special to Chicago Times. 

Diplomatic circles are much agitated over 
a sensation that has been developed within 
the last few weeks. The affair has been kept 
from the general public. Though certain 
official action, however, of Mr. Blaine when 
Secretary of S:ate, the subject is now On_the 
high road to wide publication. One of the 
last official acts of Mr. Biaine was to ask the 
St. Petersburg government to recall Mr. 
Michael Bartholomei,uhe Russian Envoy Ex- 
traordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary. The 
Russian Governmenthas made a favorable 
Barthol- 
omei will leavejfor St. Petersburg the 10th of 
January, leaving Mr. Gregorie de Willamor, 
secretary of the lega'ion,in charge. The 
reason given for the Russian Minister’s re- 
call is said to he the same that caused the re- 
call of a former Russian Minister, Catacazy, 
while Hamilton Fish was Secretary of State. 

Mr. Bartholomei is a recent addition at 
Washington. He came here from South 
America last‘year, bringing with him a iady 
who is now the heroine of this international! 
episode. Itis also said that the life of the 
Russian Minister bere has been in many 
Ways ascandal. It is said that he bas in- 
curred debts that he will not pav, andin 
many other ways abused the confidence re- 
posed in him as the representative of a great 
government. It is said that he has for cred- 
itors a larger number of tradesmen than 
have ever been duped by any oflicia/ position. 
For these and divers diplomatic reasons 
Secretary Blaine asked for his recall. 

This sensation threatens to be followed by 
another. A representative of another Euro- 
pean government has created something of a 
stir by bringing here with him an Italian 
woman, whois said by the gossips to have 
been his mistress for several years, and by 
whom he has had two or three children. 
This second Minister has not made the mis- 
take of attempting to introduce his fair 
friend into society as his wife, and it is bare- 
ly possible that his peculiar relations with 
this woman may be overlooked for a time at 
east. 

There never was a time in Washington 
when the diplomatic people were in sncb ill 
repute as they are at present. Itis a fact 
that this country is regarded as a sort of 
Botany Bay to European diplomats, and, 
with some few exceptions, the men sent 
here are generally those who have become 
teo notorious to represent their govern- 
ments in Europe. It was only last spring that 
two younger members of a ieading legation 
were expeblied from a Washington club for 
insulting a young ladyat an evening recep- 
tion. Diplomatic people here are rather in- 
clined to shrug their shoulders at what they 
call **American prudishness,’’ but they have 
not for some time shown s0 littie considera- 
tion for the conventionalities of society at 
the capital a* within the last year.

DEATH IN A CHAIR. 


The Danger of Chloroform in Modern 
Dentistry. 
From the Chicago Tirbune. 


About 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon Coro- 
ner Matson was notified that an unknown 
person had suddenly died in the Methodist 
Church block, room No. 3. On going there 
he found the dead body of a man apparently 
about forty years of age, lying upon a lounge 
in the office of Sovereign Bros., dentists. 
There were in the office Dr. Lewis Dodge, 
the Sovereigns, and several persons who had 
dropped in through curiosity, and the story, 
in brief, was that the man had aropped in to 
have some teeth drawn, had been given chlio- 
roform, and died a few minutes afterward. 
No one knew him, but when he came to the 
office, it was said, he had been accompanied 
by a gentieman whom he introduced as a law- 
yer without giving nis name, and who left 
a few moments later and had not since been 
seen. The deceased was neatly clad, wore 
gold-bowed glasses and side-whiskers, was 
of medium stature and had the appearance 
of astranger. As soon as the Coroner had 
been told of the facts surrounding his death 
he set about an examination to identi- 
fy him if possible. In his overcoat 
pocket were found some letters and 
papers, among which was a bill from Frank- 
jin MeVeagh & Co. for groceries against E. 
H. Tapper, of Hammond, Ind., and a blank 
capias for debt. In another pocket was found 
the outline of a will in pencil, and still in an- 
other a pocketbook, the contents of which 
went fully to identify himas E. H. Tapper, 
and to satisfy the Coroner that he lived at 
Hammond and was engagedin the mercan- 
tile business, and had beenin the city mak- 
ing purchases for the holidays. The pocket- 
book also contained #45in and $10 bills, 
and in the bip-pocket was found $300 more 
in notes of various denominations, All of 
the property found was taken charge of and 
the body was turned overto an undertaker 
for safekeeping until his friends could be 
heard from. 

Dr. S.J. Sovereign’s statement of the af- 
fair wasthut Mr. Tapper came to his office, 
at the corner of Ciark and Washington 
streets, said he wanted to take chloroform 
and have his upper and lower teeth out, and 
asked the Doctorif he would give it. Dr. 
Sovereign replied that he would call a physi- 
cian, or Mr. Tapper might call one, such be- 
ing bis custom in cases of this sort. Mr. 
nauper told the Doctorto call a physician, 
adding that he would go out and see a friend, 
and bring the latter to the office with him, 
which he did. Mr. Tapper and his friend 
reached the office abeut the same time as 
Dr. Dodge, the physician whom Dr. Sov- 
ereign had summoned. Dr. Dodge examined 
the patient, gave him the chloroform, and 
told Dr. Sovereign to proceed with the tooth- 
pulling. The iatter did so, but had no more 
than extracted the lower teeth when 
he noticed a peculiar pasleness about 
the patient’s face, and refused to proceed 
any further. Dr. Dodge applied ammonia 
and o herwise did what he could to restore 
the patient, but without avail. In conelusion 
Dr. Sovereign said he was a graduate of the 
Royal Medical College of Dental Surgery; that 
he had practices dentistry in Chicago fora 
number of years, andthat it was a rule with 
him never to givea person chloroform, but 
to either geta physician himself or let 
the patient get one. In other words he had 
determined to take no responsibility himself 
in such cases, and hence had resorted to the 
rule of summoning a physician or letting the 
patient call one—just asthe latter elected— 
to administer the anesthetic. Dr. Lewis 
Dodge, who administered the chloroform, 
was called upon last evening at his resi- 
dence and made the following statement in 
reference to the case: 

At 3 o’clock I was called by the Sovereign 
Bros. to administer chloroformin a dental 
ease attheir cffice. JIresponded at once, 
and found a gentieman there who had calied 
to have some teeth extracted with a view of 
paving faise teeth inserted. I first examined 
over his heart, which seemed healthy, there 
certainly being no apparent indications to 
prevent the use of chioroform. He was some- 
What nervous, however, andit took thirty 
minutes to procure anzsthesis, which is usu- 
ally required in such cases. When the work 
of extracting his teeth was commenced 
however, and after three had been removed, 
the patient was fainting, 
The 

extracting was at once sus- 

upon my order and re- 

administered, and artificial res- 
was resorted to, Dr. Dvas having 
to as-ist. We worked upon 
him for some time, but life was found to 
have departed, and all our labors were in 
We theo placed the body of the man 
upon a lounge,and [I went to the Sheriff’s 
office to summen the Coroner by telepbone. 
He came half an hour later andjtook charge. 
I never saw the man before, and did not 
know him, but he introduced meto a gentle- 
inman With bim who, he said, was his lawyer. 
and whom he had brought with him to wit- 
ness any bargain he might make with the 
dentist. Incidental to administering 
anesthetic, however,he said that he bad been 
a horse doctor, but Was now a merchant, and 
further remirked that, if he died, he wanted 
‘he lawyer with himtotake charge of the 
business.”

Nirrous oxide gas is more frequently used by 
dentist«, but it is not as certainin its action 
to prev nt pain. and, for this reason, I prefer 
chloroform. Nitric ether is also used as an 
inhalent, mixed with chloroform, by some, 
but it is nut as quick inits action. Itis re- 
garded, however, aS safer, but itisso slow 
in its effects that it is not as popular as it was 
some years ago.” 

‘‘Wasthere anything unusual about the 
case in question?”’ 

‘‘Nothing, except that it took a longer time 
to get the patient under the influence of the 
anzesthetic than usual, owing to his excited, 
nervous condition.” 

“What is the usual time taken to geta 
patient under the influence?”’ 

‘*From ter to twenty-five minutes, accord- 
ing to the patient’s temperament. I have 
kept them under the influence over an hour 
without injury.’’ 

‘*You are in the habit of administering 
anwsthetics for dentists?” 

‘*‘T am very often called upon.” 

“Do you suggest the use of chloroform 
uniformly?’’ 

““Generally.’’ 

‘Because you regard it as the safest, or be- 
cause itis quicker in its action??? 

‘*‘When I use it, I do it because it is liable 
to bring apout the desired condition soonest: 
but I do not alwavs useit. I sometimes use 
ether, combined with chioroform, and some- 
times alone, but the results are hardly ever 
satisfactory.’’

SALOONS AROUND THE. PARKS. 

Apart from the desire of the public to 
exclude saloons from the immediate neigh- 
borhood of the parks, there are legal rea- 
sons why the ordinance now pending in the 
Council should not paés. 

In 1863 an act was passed by the Legisla- 
ture, (drawn by Mr. Charles Gibson) which 
established the district around Lafayette 
Park, and in consideration of an annual 
special tax imposed for ten years on the 
property in it, prohibiting saloons by name 
within the district. This tax was regularly 
and cheerfully paid by the property-owners 
during the entire period of ten years. 

Apart from the pledged faith of the 
State, the act was intended, and was un- 
derstood to be a contract between the State 
and the owners. The question as to whether 
this act created a contract, and was there- 
fore inviolable, came~ before the Cir- 
cuit Court some years ago, and 
was elaborately argued for the owners 
by Messrs. CAMPBELL and GIBSON, and the 
court held that there was a contract which 
could not be violated or impaired under the 
Constitution of the United States. 

This settles the matter as to that park now 
and forever. 

There is a legal objection as to Forest Park 
equally potent. That park was created by 
the State and as a State park. This very 
point was presented with great force and 
learning by Gov. REYNOLDS in the Forest 
Park case in the Supreme Court. The Con- 
stitution requires the Scheme and Charter 
and allthe ordinanees of the city to bein 
conformity to the laws of the State. Now, 
what legai right hasthe city to nullify the 
policy and the act of the Legislature which 
excludes saleons from the margin of the 
State park? 

The effect of the exclusion of saloons from 
the avenues surrounding the parks is to set 
apart the propertyfor dwellings and to re- 
strain dissipation and violence within the 
parks. Animmense majority of the people 
of St. Louis, and even of those who frequent 
saioons, would prefer to have a small part of 
the city (anditis only a mere fraction) in 
which those who do not like to live near sal- 
oons may buiid and live to themselves. -Itis 
unjustto the community that the rights, 
feelings and interests of one particular class 
alone are to be considered and every other 
element should give way to it.

The Tonkin murder mystery is still the 
topic upon all tongues. The arrestof Billy 
Scharlow and Kittie Mulcahy bas been the 
most important move yet made in solving the 
problem, and yetnothing has been clearly 
proven againsteither ofthem. Their stories, 
however, are involved in such a mass of con- 
tradictions, with so many evident lapses, that 
suspicion is gradually turning into 
certainty against them. Itis believed that 
Scharlow fired the fatal shot and that Kittie 
Mulcaby was present when he firedit. This 
degraded woman seems to be true only to one 
person, and that one is her partner in this 
crime.

She has had no 
chance and she is now infinitely reckless and 
impudent Her smirk and her demeanor are 
evidentiv of the stews and she takes a pecu- 
liar and grim pride in exhibiting 
to every comer the depth to which sbe bas 
fallen. The POST-DISPATCH of yesterday 
detailed all that iseven nuw positively Known 
ofthe murder. The woman, Kittie, admit« 
having been atthe chu ch atthe time of the 
shooting, but claims that Scharlow was not 
there. She admits that a man offered to give 
her a fur cap but that she refused 
it. The chances are that she 
is lying about this. She admitted to Lou 
Allen that she met Scharlow immediately 
after the shooting, but she now denies having 
made this admission at all. Bryary, the 
restaurant-keeper, of Chestnut near Seventh, 
is positive that Kittie}was in his restaurant 
on the pbight of the murder, after 
midnight, in company with two men— 
one large,the other small. He recalis the 
circumstunce the more thoroughiy because 
she had had aten-doliar bill which he had 
to send éut to get changed. Scharlow ad- 
mits having been at the restaurant with 
Kittie st the time this bill was changed, but 
claims that the time was before nine o’clock. 
scha:low’sa hope of an alibi depends altogeth- 
er on the testimony of ths restaurant 
people, and they declare that the 
ten-dollar incident took place after midnight. 
A BOY HAS BEEN DISCOVERED 
named Jake Meyers, who ciaims to have 
seen the shot fired, but no credit is at- 
tached to his testimony, as itis self-contra- 
dictory. The inquest was begun yester- 
day, but at the request of the 
police none of the evidence crim- 
inating Kittie Mulcahy or Billy 
Schariow was introduced. This morning a 
reporter cajied on Kittie at her cell in the 
hold-over and was saluted with the usual 
stream of filth which that interessing young 
iady ladtes out to her visitors. After she had 
calmed off she admitted having a conversa- 
tion with Kittie Ryan, a young lady juat out 
of jail, about the murder on Monday right.

A landscapegardener who 
knows Father Ryan came up tv the carriage 
and took him into his house and washed the 
blood from bis wounds, bandaged 
them and sent us home in the carriage.

THE CHIEF’S BOND. 


Police Commissioners’ Persistent Re- 
fusal to Kurnish a Copy. 


City Counselor Bell appeard this morning 
at the bar of Judge Boyle’s court, prepared 
to argue the position taken by Mayor Ewing 
and the Police Board refusing to fur- 
nish a copy of the chief’s bond 
or to give information of the names 
upon it. A writ of mandamus was 


applied for by Samuel Bonney, the young 
man who was arrested and held some littie 
time at the Four Courts on thecharge of 
playing detective. He consulted Taylor & 
Polla:d with a view to institution of suit for 
damages for malicious arrest, and the board 
positively and persistently declined to fur- 
nish particulars of the chief’s bond for 
that purpose. It is contended that tne 
Chief’s bond in the sum of $20,000 is furnish- 
ed for the protection of the State as security 
for the moneys coming into the Chief’s 
bands, and for securing a faithful perform- 
ance of bis duties, but the board maintains 
that no private citizen has the right to 
proceed against the sureties. The remedy 
of an individual is against tbe Chief person- 
Counselor Bell states that both the 
Circuit and appellate courts have ruled 
upon this questionin the suit of Goodin 
avainst ex-Chief McDonough. Mr. Goodin, 
a Jackson county farmer, was arrested by 
Morgan Boland a few years since on suspi- 
cion that he was a James boy, and he 
was seriously injured in course of 
the arrest. It was a miserable blunder on 
the part of the police, and the wounded gen- 
tleman,after being brought down to St. Louis 
in custody, remained sick for several weeks 
in the old Southern Hotel. He brought suit 
on the Chief’s bond, but the courts ruled 
against him. Then he sued _ Boland, 
the officer making the _ arrest, and 
he recovered $1 damages. Taylor and Pol- 
lard were not readyto argue the return to 
the writ of mandamus this morning, Mr. Tay- 
lor stating that they were at that moment 
engaged in trial of a suit growing out of a 
sontract on wheels.

Another Girl Who Knows Something 
About the Tonkin Killing.

The Story Related to Her Monday Night 
by Kittie Mulcahy. 


Another girl was introduced into the Ton- 
kin case to-day. Hername is Kittie Ryan, 
and she lives with her grandmother, a very 
respectable old lady, on Eignoth street, be- 
tween Cass avenueand O’Fallon. Kittie was 
seen wth the Mulcahy girl on Tuesday vight, 
when the latter was heard by Sergt. McGrew 


to sav: 

‘“That—— bas caused me more trouble than 
any other man in the world.’’ 

The Sergeant was standing out of the rain 
ina window of the Polytechnic building. 
He saw the Muicaby girl’s face and identi- 
fied ber in the Four Courts this morning. 

A Post DISPATCH reporter found and in- 
terviewed Kit'ie Ryan this afternoon. Wen 
told about Sergeant McGrew’s story Kittie 

auyvhbed aud ssid: 
wD. yes; she did say that. We were talk- 
ing about Scharlow and were just then goiag 
un te Fred Lark’s saloon to see Billy. Kitty 
Mulcahy »sked metogoup to Lark’s with 
her, vecause she was afraid Billy might get 
into trouble, and she wanted to tell him he 
had better leave town.’’ 

“Leave town for what; on account of this 
Tomkiu kill ng?” 

“J vues~ so. she said that Billy bad caus- 
ed her moretrouble than any otber man, 
and that he bad made her the wreck she was. 
I said I gu ssed it was the other way; 
that she had made Billy a wreck.” 

‘‘What did she say about the murder?’? 

“Well, il teil you all I heard her say 
about it. You know I got out 
of jail Monday. I heard Lou Alien 
wanted to see me and I went down to her 
house. We were all sitting around Lou, who 
was reading the afternoon paper. She was 
reading about the Tonkin murder. Kittie 
Mule:hyv, Fra:kie Baker, another boarder 
named Belle and myself were in the room 
listening. Everything Lou read Mulcahy 
would «od her bead and sav, ‘Yes,that’s so,’ 
or ‘Tnat’s just right,’ ‘It all 
comes back to me now.’ I told 
her that she seemed to know somethin 
about tne murder, andif she did she ha 
better go up to the Four Courts and tell it; 
if she didn’t know anything, I said, she had 
better keep her mouth shut or she’d get her- 
self into trouble. You know people often de 
getinto trouble that way. Then she up and 
told her story. Shesaid that Tonkin had 
been f li wing her and Billy that 
nivht. They were up near that church and 
ground there. Billy left her at Eighteenth 
sifeet, near St. Cnarles street or Washing 
ton avenue, and went home. She says she 
saw him no more that night. She was going 
down Washington avenue, hurrying, when 
Tonkin caught up with and asked her why 
she was Walking so fast. She said she was 
in a hurry to get bome. 
Tonkin walked to Seventeenth street 
with herand then offered her a seal-skin 
cap if sbe would gointo the lot with him. 
She told him he could go to —— with his fur 
cap. Then, she says, Tonkin went away and 
she went over Seventeenth street 
and picked up amother fellow. When 
thev vere near the church she 
heard a pistol shot and wanted to go up to 
see W atit was all about, but her friend— 
the man whu was with her—told her not to 
gO vp: ar it, so they went home to Lou Allen’s 
tovether and stayed there all nigbt.’’ 

‘**Did she say she saw Tonkin shot?” 

‘*No, she says she did not see Tonkin after 
he offered her the fur cap.”’ 

‘“Woere was Bidly Scharlow?’? 

**B liv hid gone home,’”’ 

“You know Billy?” 

$V en,?? 

‘Does he carry a pop?” 

“No,sic. Loever knew that boy to havea 
kn f- or pistol in my life.” 

‘What dit Mulcahy say about Billy?” 

“See ssid Billy had nothing to do with the 
shoo'ing: that be bad gone home a half-hour 
bef re it occurred, jeaving her on the corner 
of the fence on St. Charles street.” 

“Why was she anxious for Billy to leave 
town?’’ 

‘*She was afraid he would get into trouble 
about this. But oe didn’t have anything to 
do with it—I am sure that he didn’t.’ 

*“iiave you seen B'lly yourself?” 


“Yes, 1 was with him Tuesday afternoon; | 


we wereup to Lark’s. Iwas with him al 
afternoon, and he did not say a word about 
the sbooting. He said Mulcahy 
Was always et him into 
trouble, and was going 
to quit her, and if I’d be a good girland go 
home he would come upto the house and 
see me, and would have nothing more to do 
with Kittie Mulcahy.’’ 

**W hat was he referring to when he said 
Mulcaby was getting him into trouble?” 

“Why, he was talking about that cutting 
ecrape he gotinto. He saidif he got out of 
that all right he’d be a good boy again. 
I’m sure Billy had nothing to with that 
shooting, because he never said anything 
about it, and if he knew anything he would 
have told me.” 

AN IMPORTANT LINK. 

Of course every one can readily see that if 
Schariow and the woman Kittie Mulcahy 
were together after the shooting, 
the whole of the woman’s 
invenious story falls to to ground. It be- 
comes Very important to ascertain at what 
time the two were together in the restaurant. 
Scharlow admits that he was 
present early in the evening and _ he 
requested that Bryserly, the restaurant 
keepe:, be interrogated sgain, and reminded 
thatthe party paid with a ten-dollar bill 
which he had to send out to have changed. 
Bryarly declares that this is the 
fact, but that he had to send 

bill out after midnight. And 
now comes Mr. Bacigalupo, who keeps the 
bar al tue corner of Seventh and Chestnut, 
who remembers changing the bil for one of 
iryatly’s waiters, aftcr midnight, just as 
he was closing up tne saloon 
forthe night. This knocks Scharlow’s alibi 
on the head, and leaves himin the perilous 
prediciment. of having prepared a fictitious 
ali. Mr. Bacigalupo’s testimony will be 
heard this afternoun. 

THE INQUEST—LATER. 

It was afte: 2 0’clock when the jury reas- 
sembled. Kittie Mulcahy was again put 
upon the stand. The first most important 
hitch in the ingenious storv the gir! tells is 
this: How was it possible that Tonkin 
could have been on the south side of Lucas 
place just before she turned the corner of 
the chureb, and he shot by 
thetimeshe had reached half way to St. 
Charlies, when Mr. Turner swears that the 
dead man had beeninthe church vard for 
five minutes before the shot was fired. 
It is to tuis contradiction that her attention 
will be first invited. 

After the recess Kittie was taken over the 
whole ground covered inthe morning. She 
repeated the history of her trips to 
the Globe Restaurant, and was 
quite positive that the ten dollar 
bill was changed before 10 o’clock. She 
swore positively that she did not gointo the 
church yard nor on the church steps. She 
saw no pistol during the evening, and w 
positive that her escort did not fire any

District attorney Bliss and Assistant attor- 
ney Smith have returned from the prosecu- 
tion of the land fraud cases in Pennsylvania 
and Ohio. Mr. Bliss 18 well 
satisfied with the result in 
io each case. At Clarion, Pa., the trial of 
William Burnes and Addison F. Burnes 
wealthy citizens, resuited in conviction and 
sentence of seven and a half years each soli- 
tary confinement. This was upon the charge 
of uttering forged deeds, The _ trial 
lasted eleven davs. At Steubenville, 
Ohio, Col. Robert L. Lindsay, the St.

WASHINGTON, December 22.—The House 
committees continue to be the most interest- 
ing subject here. The Democrats are very 
much disgusted at their assignments as & 
rule. Atkins, formerly chairman of the 
Committee on Appropriations, is put after 
Cox and Blackburn. Money, of Mississippi, 
who was chairman of the Post-office Com- 
mittee of last Congress, is made second 
among the Democrats, Springer, who has 


never served ona committee, being placed 
shead of him. 

Mr. Whitthorne, who was chairman of 
Naval Affairs, is noton the committee. Mr. 
Atkins .breatensto refuse to serve on Ap- 
propriations, and to suggest to the Speaker 
that he appoint a Pennsylvania member in 
his (Atkin’s) place. Mr. Money talks of de- 
clining to serve on the Post-oflfice Com- 
mittee. In their disappointment and indig- 
nrtion some members allege that the Penn- 
sy'vania Railroad Company and other cor- 
porations yielded considerable influence in the 
formation of the committee. The Democ: ats 
say the Election Committee ix in the interest 
of Republican contestants for seats from the 
South. They admitthat there are several 
broad-minded Republicans upenthe com- 
mittee but maintain that Pettibone of Ten- 
nessee, Jones, of Tex1s, Paul of Virginia, 
one of the Southern Republicans, one Green 
backer and one Reacjuster ought not to 
have been putin a position to pass judgment 
upon contested cases from the South. The 
Democratic opinion of these men is tbat 
they will be governed more by prejudice 
than anything else. One of the most 
prominent Democratsin the House says: 
‘*We regard the placingof Pettibone, Jones 
and Paul on the Elections Committee as an 
indication that the Republicans intend to 
follow the advice given by some of their or- 
ganos and increase their majority by summar- 
ly Unseating the Democrats where the seats 
are contested. Now,forone,I am willing 
to give every centested case a fair, impartial 
and judicial hearing.

It ig to rest upon an 
elk’s head, with great branching horns, 
which, it is said, will be the largest artiticial 
head of any animal in the world. Twenty- 
four ponies will draw it, and the King of the 
Carnival, surrounded by appropriately cos- 
tumed figures, willride in it. Following it 
will come the fathers of every variety of act- 
ing and specialty business known to the the- 
aters, and tbe humors of the contemporary 
stage will then be illustrated. After the 
grand march the opening tableau is to be pre- 
sented, and the others will be viven in thein- 
tervals between the dances.

The Bizarre but Unique Demonstration 
et, on the Ninth of November. 
London Cor. San Francisco Argonaut. 


The ninth of November is of equal import- 
ance to the London resident. It is the birth- 
day of the Prince of Wales, which anniver- 
sury is duly celebratea by bell-ringing, the 
firingjof guns, and, at night, the illumination 
on a very grand scale of the principal shops 
in Regent street, Bond street, Piccadilly, St. 
James street, and of Peole’s,the Prince’s 
tailor, in Savile Row, which illuminaticn is 
quite worthy of individual mention. But 
the chief interest of the day is centered 
arotind the Lord Mayor’s show. The *“*show”’ 
isthe processson from Guildhall to Weat- 
minster, where the new Lord Mayor goes to 
be sworn in by the Lord Chief Justice. The 
compooent elements of the procession vary, 
except in the essentials of Sheriffs, Aidermen, 
the old and new Lord Mayor, etc., This 
year the fireman made the largest turnout, 
aud there were the boys from two training 
Ship-, a great many bands of music, detach- 
ments of different regiments of cavalry, 
and agcorps of the Royal London militia 
Which isa relic of thetrain bands of old 
times, Onejof which John Gilpin command- 
ed. The London miita is the 
only body of militia allowed to march 
through the “‘city’’of Loudon with fixed bay- 
onets. Now,I wiil explain that the Lurd 
Mayor oniy governs that part of London 
which was the original city inclosed in walls. 
he place gradualiiy grew, and grasped the 
Outiying Villages and hamlets, each of which 
stiil retains its old name as a distinguish- 
ing mark, coupled with the initial, accord- 
ing to the point of the compass of the postal 
district in which it lies—e. g., Kensington, 8. 
W., Hampstead, N., Bayswater, W., White- 
chapel, KE. Tnese, and many more, all heip to 
constitute the great town of over 4,000,000 
inbabitunis, aud 125 square miles of bricks 
and mortar, but they are governed by local 
vestries, anditis only the ‘city’? which is 
divided ipto wards, and represented by Al- 
dermen, from which body the Lord Mayor 
annually is coosen. The law courts are situ- 
ated at Westimiuster, and are entered from 
the old hallofthe palace of William Rufus. 
hey are occupied for the lasttime now, as 
the next sittings will be held in the new 
buiidipgs erected for the purpose on the 
Straud just beyond the sile of femple Bar. So 
in future the Lord Mayors will only have to 
overstep the city limits a very short distance 
for the purpose of tasing the oath. Up to 1858 
the procession used toreturn from West 
minster tothe Guildhall sanquetin gilt barges 
onthe Thames; but npowit proceeds duwn 
the embankment to Blackfriars bridge. In the 
‘city’? the Lord Mayor takes precedence even 
of royalty, anu on the death of the sovereign 
he sits at the privy council and signs first of 
ali subjects. Heis the virtual ruler of the 
realm duriug the interregnum between tbe 
death of one sovereign and the coronation of 
the next. The coach in which the Lord 
Mayor rides iooks as ifit mignt be the one 
made for Cinderelia outof vellow pumpkin. 
lt is entirely wilt, with decurated panels, and 
cost, one huudred and twenty-five years ago, 
a thousand pounds. It is drawn by six 
horses, Which are guided by six postilioas 
and runners, While the brightscarlet reins 
are held vy acoachman as well, who finds 
his office no sinecure in spite of the heip he 
vets; for the cheering of the crowd andthe 
dashing about of mounted policeman Keep 
the hizh-strung animals in a state of excite- 
ment diffiiult to control.
